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MARKET  REVIEW 


The  Department  increased  the  determination  of  annual  sugar  require- 
ments for  the  continental  United  States  by  100",  000  tons  on  June  23  and  by 
an  additional  100,000  tons  on  June  29,  thus  bringing  the  total  to  10.8 
million  tons.  These  actions  were  taken  to  increase  the  offerings  of  im- 
mediately available  raw  sugar  supplies  for  East  Coast  and  Gulf  cane  sugar 
refiners  in  view  of  (1)  the  increased  rate  of  refined  sugar  distribution 
during  the  seasonal  period  of  heavy  demand,  (2)  the  inclination  of  re- 
finers to  increase  their  inventories  and  (3)  the  work  stoppage  at  the 
Pacific  Coast  cane  refinery  which  retarded  the  shipment  of  raw  sugar 
from  Hawaii. 

The  Pacific  Coast  cane  sugar  refinery  and  the  union  negotiated  a  new 
contract  on  July  20.  The  union  membership  ratified  the  contract  on  July 
24.  The  following  day  the  refinery  was  in  operation  for  the  first  time 
since  June  10 . 

Sales  of  sugar  continue  to  run  at  about  last  year's  rate.  During  the  first 
half  of  1967,  dis  tribution  of  refined  sugar  by  primary  distributors  totaled 
4,851,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  as  compared  to  4,  798,000  tons  during 
the  first  half  of  1966.  However,  distribution  during  the  first  half  of  July 
was  somewhat  below  the  record  of  the  preceding  year,  in  part  because 
distribution  of  cane  sugar  on  the  West  Coast  was  diminished  and  in  part 
because  distribution  in  June  "had  been  unusually  heavy.  As  a  result,  total 
distribution  for  the  year  through  July  15,  1967,  amounted  to  5,227,000 
tons  compared  to  5,252,000  tons  during  the  corresponding  period  of  last 
year.  Deliveries  by  cane  sugar  refiners  were  70,000  tons  greater  than 
in  the  similar  period  of  the  preceding  year  while  those  by  beet  sugar 
processors  were  93,000  tons  smaller. 

Regional  departures  from  the  national  trend  of  distribution  were  not 
great.  Through  May,  deliveries  to  the  North  Central  region  on  a  year- 
to-year  basis  were  up  by  slightly  over  one  percent  and  to  the  other  four 
regions  down  by  from  one-half  of  one  percent  to  one  and  one-half  per- 
cent . 
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Inventories  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  held  by  cane  refiners  as  of  July  1 
totaled  824,000  tons,  or  about  123,000  tons  more  than  a  year  ago. 
July  1  inventories  of  refined  beet  sugar  totaled  1,042,000  tons  or  about 
85,000  tons  less  than  on  July  1,  1966. 

The  Department's  Crop  Reporting  Board  on  the  basis  of  crop  conditions 
as  of  July  1  estimates  sugarbeet  production  from  the  1967  crop  at 
18,569,000  tons*  or  nine  percent  less  than  last  year.  The  area  expected 
to  be  harvested  amounts  to  1,  153,  100  acres  or  just  one  percent  les  s  than 
last  year.  However,  the  yield  this  year  is  estimated  at  16  .  1  tons  per 
acre  as  compared  to  17.6  tons  last  year.  Weather  during  the  planting 
and  early  growing  season  was  very  unfavorable.  Since  July  1,  the 
weather  has  improved  and  if  it  continues  generally  good  until  harvest 
time,  the  actual  yields  achieved  may  also  better  the  July  1  prospects. 

In  the  mainland  sugarcane  area,  Louisiana  cane  production  is  estimated 
at  8,505,000  tons,  an  increase  of  20  percent  over  1966  and  13  percent 
above  the  5-year  average  for  1961-65.  Sugarcane  production  in  Florida 
is  estimated  at  6,138,000  tons  or  two  percent  below  1966  but  32  percent 
above  the  1961-6  5  average.  At  average  sugar  extraction  rates  for  the 
1961-6  5  crops,  cane  sugar  production  in  the  mainland  cane  area  would 
total  approximately  1,252,000  short  tons,  raw  value  --  about  680,000 
tons  from  Louisiana  and  572,000  tons  from  Florida.  This  compares  with 
1966  crop  year  production  of  1,214,000  tons  for  the  mainland  cane 
area  --  562,000  tons  from  Louisiana  and  6  52,000  tons  from  Florida. 

Cane  production  in  Hawaii  during  1967  was  estimated  by  the  Crop 
Reporting  Board  at  10,494,000  tons  or  5.9  percent  less  than  the  1966 
crop  but  two  percent  above  average.  Sugar  produced  from  the  1966  crop 
sugarcane  totaled  1,234,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  a  record  crop.  At 
average  extraction  rates  for  the  1961-65  crops,  the  1967  crop  of  cane 
in  Hawaii  would  yield  about  1,  180,000  tons  of  sugar. 

Production  of  1967  crop  sugar  in  Puerto  Rico  through  July  16  was  about 
805,000  tons  compared  to  872  ,  000  tons  during  the  same  period  last  year . 
Sugar  recovery  from  the  cane  this  year  has  averaged  9.90  3  percent 
compared  to  9.236  percent  for  the  same  period  last  year.   All  but  one 
mill  had  completed  grinding  as  of  July  16. 

The  spot  price  for  domestic  raw  sugar  has  been  7.30  cents  per  pound 
since  July  1.  During  June  the  price  averaged  7.32  cents  per  pound  and 
for  the  period  January- June  1967,  7.22  cents. 
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Wholesale  price  quotations  for  refined  sugar  were  unchanged  from 
January  to  mid  - June  1967  .  Since  then  there  have  been  selective  increases 
of  from  .15  to  .20  cent  per  pound  in  all  territories  except  the  Northeast 
and  the  Lower  Pacific  Coast.  The  quotations  were  not  increased  in  the 
Northeast  and  were  raised  .30  cent  per  pound  on  the  Lower  Pacific 
Coast.  As  of  July  21,  by  territories,  the  quotations  for  the  basis  pack 
(100  pound  paper  bags)  were:

The  United  States  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  in  five  pound 
paper  bags  was  12.18  cents  per  pound  in  May  -  the  average  for  1966 
had  been  12.04  cents  per  pound. 

The  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  of  the  Department  in  June  1967  esti- 
mated world  centrifugal  sugar  production  for  the  1966-67  crop  at 
71,865,000  short  tons  ,  raw  value,  969,000  tons  below  the  November 
1966  estimate  but  second  only  to  the  record  production  of  1964-65.  The 
1966-67  crop  is  about  five  percent  larger  than  the  1965-66  crop.  World 
consumption  is  expected  to  be  some  three  million  tons  less  than  produc- 
tion . 

On  June  2,  F.  O.  Licht,  the  European  sugar  statistician  in  his  second 
estimate  of  the  world  sugar  balance,  based  on  the  period  September  1 ,' 
1966  to  August  31,  1967,  estimated  production  at  65,461 ,  000  metric  tons 
(72  ,  157  ,  000  short  tons ,  raw  value)  and  world  consumption  as  65 ,  669  ,  000 
metric  tons  (72,  387,000  short  tons  ,  raw  value) .  However ,  Licht  on  July 
20  revis ed  upward  his  estimate  of  1966 -67  crop  production  to  66  ,  427  ,  000 
metric  tons  (73,222,500  short  tons,  raw  value). 

The  spot  price  for  world  market  sugar  on  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar 
Exchange  averaged  2.52  cents  per  pound  during  June  and  1.98  cents  per 
pound  for  the  first  half  of  1967.  On  July,'24  the  spot  price  was  1.89/ cents 
per  pound.  On  that  date  prices  for  futures  ranged  from  1.87  cents  per 
pound  for  September  1967  up  to  2.53  cents  for  November  1968. 
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ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  1967  SUGAR  SUPPLIES 
Requirements  increased  to  10.8  million  tons 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  on  June  29,  196  7  announced  an  in- 
crease of  100,000  tons  in  the  determination  of  domestic  sugar  require- 
ments (total  quotas)  to  a  total  of  10.8  million  tons  for  this  calendar 
year . 

The  quota  for  the  domestic  beet  sugar  area  is  increased  by  47,667  tons. 
The  quota  for  the  mainland  cane  sugar  area  is  increased  by  17,333  tons 
and  quotas  for  foreign  countries  are  increased  by  35,000  tons. 

The  work  stoppage  at  the  Pacific  Coast  cane  sugar  refinery  temporarily 
retarded  the  availability  of  raw  sugar  supplies  from  Hawaii.  While 
deliveries  of  refined  beet  sugar  supplied  the  requirements  of  users  on 
the  West  Coast,  some  diminution  of  refined  beet  sugar  deliveries  else- 
where during  the  summer  and  prior  to  the  sugarbeet  harvest  could  occur 
as  a  result.  It  is  considered  prudent  in  these  circumstances  to  add  to 
the  offerings  of  immediately  available  raw  sugar  supplies  for  Gulf  and 
East  Coast  cane  sugar  refineries. 

The  quota  increases  and  revised  quotas  resulting  from  the  increase  in 
total  requirements  are  shown  in  the  table  on  page  7. 
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Requirements  increased  to  10.7  million  tons 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  on  June  23,  1967  announced  an  in- 
crease of  100,000  tons  in  the  determination  of  domestic  sugar  require- 
ments (total  quotas)  to  a  total  of  10.7  million  tons  for  this  calendar 
year . 

The  quota  for  the  domestic  beet  sugar  area  is  increased  by  47  ,  667  tons  . 
The  quotafor  the  mainland  cane  sugar  area  is  increased  by  17,  333  tons 
and  quotas  for  foreign  countries  are  increased  by  35,000  tons. 

The  rate  of  sugar  distribution  has  recently  increas ed  .  In  these  circum- 
stances and  with  the  period  of  heavy  demand  for  refined  sugar  at  hand, 
sugar  refiners  have  shown  an  inclination  to  enlarge  their  inventories  and 
to  make  advance  purchase  commitments.  Today's  action  will  add  to  the 
quantity  of  raw  sugar  offerings  for  third  quarter  arrival. 

Sugar  within  quotas  which  has  not  been  previously  authorized  may  be 
authorized  for  importation  at  any  time  this  year. 

The  quota  increases  and  revised  quotas  resulting  from  the  increase  in 
total  requirements  are  shown  in  the  table  on  page  8.
